MILNER S APPEAL TO COTTON PRO- 
DIKERS. 


From T h e H ou ston P o st. 


The cotton farmers, merchants 
and bankers of Texas ought 
to 
seriously consider the appeal of 
Hon. Robert T. Milner, president 
of the Texas division of the South­ 
ern Cotton 
association, 
to hold 
cotton for IO cents a pound. 
Ac­ 
cording to all trustworthy infor­ 
mation cfi the subject that is avail­ 
able, there is no reason why cotton 
should sell for less than IO cents a 
pound. 
It has been pretty well 
ascertained that the crop is below 
the normal 
requirements of the 
world and the indications are that 
the volume of the crop will be still 
further reduced in what remains 
of the growing season. 
The present hear movement has 
been well organized and will be 
sustained unless there is hearty 
co-operation between the farmers, 
merchants and bankers. 
Happily, 
such co-operation is more feasible 
now than ever before. 
Thousands 
of the farmers are independent and 
are not 
compelled to market the 
new crop at 
present prices, but 
surely those who for any reason 
are compelled to have money may 
be accommodated 
at 
reasonable 
rates < f in’erest by the banks. 
At 
least many 
of them can 
surely 
obtain such accommodations. 
We have these conditions at the 
beginning of every season arui it is 
by surrendering to the bears at the 
beginning that the great majority 
of the producers are deprived of 
their just profits. 
It is invariably 
the ca-* that when the bears con­ 
trol the bulk of the crop under such 
conditions that 
now 
exist that 
prices soar when it is too late for 
the producers to shute in the ad­ 
vances that ensue. 
The Post i- not prepared to say 
that those who predict 12-cent cot­ 
ton are sound in their conclusions, 


but surely the price should not 
fall below IO cents and so long as 
it remains below that figure the 
farmers and merchants know well 
enough that 
the speculators are 
playing with the situation and will 
control it so long as they can ob­ 
tain cotton. 
It is a matter involving from 
$10,000,000 to $15,000,000 for the 
producers of Texas, and to be de­ 
prived of this great sum will ad­ 
versely affect every interest in Tex­ 
as. 
It is too much to surrender to 
the cotton gamblers and each in ­ 
dividual farmer, 
merchant a n d 
banker 
should aid 
the effort to 
save it. 
It represents a very large 
proportion of the 
profits of the 
crop in Texas, the part of the crop 
that goes to the advancement of 
the State and the enrichment of 
the individual citizen. 
It will be a great misfortune if 
the farmers persist in selling their 
cottou at present prices only to find 
in a few weeks that others who 
have not borne the beat and burden 
of making the crop are reaping the 
profits which the producers should 
enjoy. 
If they do not heed Mr. Milner’s 
appeal, however, and dispose of 
their holdings at 
present prices 
they will have nobody to blame 
but themselves. 
The 
facts war­ 
rant 10-cent cotton and the pro­ 
ducer ought not to sell for less.
